WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—In the Cabinet to-night there is no one who, 
in view of the accumulating evidence, does not believe but that the men of the Maine 
mét their death at the hands of treacherous Spaniards. 
The belief is growing that the verdict of the inquiry will not be an indecisive one. 
Every effort is being made to prepare to carry out the line of action which will 


then be inevitable, which the people of the country will demand in one voice. 

The most conservative circles, official as well as Congressional and purely social, 
concur to-night in admitting that the outlook is very dark. Where an opinion is ex- 
pressed as to the situation it is most pessimistic. 

Several circumstances have brought about this change of feeling, the most im- 
‘portant having been undoubiedly the cablegrams to the World and Post-Dispatch 
“from Mr. Scovel, showing conclusively that the Maine was blown up by a submarine 
mine, and that it is generally believed in Havana that this mine came from the Span- 
ish arsenal. 

Confirmation of this explanation of the disaster is not lacking. It is coming in 
from many sources. There is undoubtedly much evidence in support of it already on 
file in the Navy Department, but wisely, I think, the officials there are determined to 
make haste slowly. 


EXPLAINING FORMER STATEMENTS. 


MEMBERS OF THE CABINET ARE VOLUBLE IN EXPLANATION OF

WASHINGTON, D.'C., Feb. 19.—The special dispatches of Sylvester Scovel, 
correspondent of the World and Post-Dispatch from Havana have been the chief 
feature in to-day’s developments regarding the destruction of the battleship Maine, 
The concise description by Scovel, showing the force of the explosion to have been 
from port to starboard, was the most lucid and detailed that has reached this city. It 
furnished a basis upon which experts could formulate reasonable theories. It sup- 
plied materiaf for calculations and deductions. 

Capt. O'Neill, Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, with a number of his assistants and 
other officials in the navy department, devoted more than two hours to a careful 
study of Scovel’s article, comparing his statements liné py line with cae of the 
Maine spread out on the long table before them. 

The same source of information was used at an important conference held at the 
Executive Mansion between the President, Secretary Long and ‘Assistant Secretary 
Day at which it was determined to refuse a request made by the Spanish authorities 
for a joint examination of the Maine hull. 

Corroborative evidence that the disaster was caused by intent was so clearly set 
forth by Scovel that it was decided to have American divers make the first inspection. 

A late dispatch from Scovel, making the positive statement that a sub-marine 
mine was exploded under the Maine, attracted grave attention both at the State and 
Navy Departments. It v.as given careful consideration by Secre and Can 
Dickens. Subsequently, Mr. Long and Judge Day consulted ify tHe a.

Both Secretary Long and Judge Day remained at the department until an unusu- 
ally late hour for replies. After leaving the department Secretary Long and Judge

Lee and Capt. Sigsbee. et ea 

A description of the effects of the explosion on the Maine as detailed by Scovel 
was considered by Capt. O’Neill and the experts in the Ordnance Bureau for more 
than two hours. 

All the detailed drawings of the Maine were spread out or large tables and each 
assertion was read and commented upon according to the facts shown upon the of- 
ficial maps. It was agreed by the Post-Dispatch correspondent that nothing would 
be attributed to any member of the Bureau of Ordnance and that Commander O'Neill 
should give out any statement for publication. 

He said: “I must compliment the Post-Dispatch and World on Mr. Scovel’s 
dispatch. It is intelligent, comprehensive, and self-evidently the statement of a man 
careful of his utterances and without any sensational flavor. 

“IT must, however, refuse to translate his statements or to say for publication how 
far Mr. Scovel’s report will influence expert opinion. 


IT SUPPORTS THE MINE THEORY 


“Tl must refuse to state whether it is my personal opinion that the Maine was 
wrecked by treachery or accident. I simply don’t know anything about it; but | will 
authorize the Post-Dispatch to say: 

“It is my professional opinion that if either of the forward batteries exploded, both 
would have gone up.

| the organization of a Servant Girls’ Union. 

The servant girl question has been an 
issue time out of mind, but heretofore the 
mistress has been able to treat with her 
help as individuals. She has had her 
troubles, but they were nothing compared 
to the poss’hbilities of having to do battle 
with the domestic in the concrete. 

An appeal] from a servant girl in last 
Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch sowed the seed 
which brought forth fruit rapidly. It caught 
the eye of the women of the North Broad- 
way Social Settlement, and they determined 
forthwith to aid the downtrodden “help” 
to organize for mutual protection egainst 
¢M#eir common tyrant,. the mistress. 

The possible demands of the servant irl 
in St. Louis will be dependent upon the 
Btrength the union developes. 

The walking delegate becomes a possibil- 
ity, with arbitration committees, grievance 
committees, and what not. 

But the charitable women of the social 
Settlement have no such idea in view. They 
desire to help the girls to help thamnelven. 
and they believe that organization is the 
true way to secure this end, and to uphold 
the dignity of labor. 

One of them said yesterday: “The eger- 
Vant girl prob.em has long been a vexatious 
one. Mistresses are as much to blame as 
maids—often more so. If maids are some- 
times cross and impertinent, they are made 
#0 by the whims of haughty, overbearing 
mistresses. 

“All labor is honorable. The servant {ts 
as much a factor in the body politic in her 
sphere, as the master in his. She has not 
been fairly treated. She has not been cred- 
ited with having feelings and emotions. She 
is not supposed ever to need _ recreation. 
Her work is never done. She is the first 
one up in the morning, and the last to re- 
tire. If she is not actually working « very 
hour of the 16 she is on duty and subject 
to call. 

“Statistics show that more domestic ser- 
vants are in the insane asylums than any 
other class of workers and the drudger? 
@nd monotony of their lives, aggravated by 
nagging, fault-finding mistresses send them 
there. The lives of many servants is slav- 
ery pure and simple until they marry, die, 
Or £0 crazy. 

“The servant girl should be elevated. She 
should respect herself and enforce respect 
from others. Organization is no experi- 
ment. It has been tried in New York and 
With most gratifying results. There is a 
union there with 400 members, and there {s 
,no reason w hy the domestic se rvants should 
“not organize,

Conspirators Have Bzen Sent to Washington.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—The Tribune’s 
cable from Havana says it is rumored there 
that a messenger is enroute to Washing- 
ton with seven names alleged to have been 
implicated in a plot to destroy the Maine.

COST OF THE CUBAN WAR. 


Thousands of Human Lives and Fully $276,600, 


000 in Treasure. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—The third anniversary 
of the beginning of the Cuban struggle for inde- 
pendence is Thursday, February 24 According 
to Spanish official reports from February, 895, 
to the end of 1897, the cost of the war was $240,- 
000,000. Adding $16,600,000 spent since, the total 
to date is $256,600,000. To this must be added a 
iurther cost of arrears due from the Cuban Treas- 
ury of $49,0000,000—total, $296,600,000. 

What has it cost in soldiers? On that there 
has been no official report. But up to a year ago 
200,000 soldiers had been sent from Spain to 
Cuba, and during the last year there were at least 
another 10,000 sent to fill the ranks, decimated 
chiefly by disease and to a less degree by the arms 
of the €ubans. 

From March, 1895, to June, 1896, Spain sent to 
Cuba 40 Geperals, 562 Chiefs, 4768 Captains and 
Lieutenants, 3396 Sub-Lieutenants, 112,540 corporals 
and soldiers, 143 cannon, 150,111 rifles, 5000 bayenets, 
93.124 cases of cannister shot, 61,878,368 cart- 
ridges and 72,326 kilograms of gunpowder. But 
that was only the beginning so far as ammunition 
and arms are concerned. Last November, when 
the Government was at a loss where to get rev- 
enue, the great bankers refusing to put up the 
peasantry made a great popular loan af 250,000,000 
in pesetos, equivalent to $50,000,000. 

In December, 1897, Marshal Blanco, when about 
to take command, said he would not need more 
recruits, as he was going to organize the local 
militia and loyal guerillas in Cuba. So that the 
ficures as to losses of men would be greatly 
augmented by the Spaniards. of Cuba, who ‘have 
also fallen on the field of battle. 

Horatio Ruebens, Consul for the Cuban Junta, 
to-night figures out the Cuban side of the strug- 
gle as follows: 

“In these three years we have won nine bat- 
tles, and lost none; have won all large and im- 
portant battles, but have lost many of the minor. 

“We have lost in battle nine Generals—Martl, 
Crombet, Jose Maceo, Antonio Maceo, Borreo, San- 
chez, Aranguren, Castillo and Queera. 

Our loss of men has, been very slight, while the 
Spanish official figure$ for the first two years of 
the war gave their logs as 45,000 from bullets and 
disease. 

‘About. one-third of our entire loss was in the 
prisoners taken by the Spaniards. 

‘We have captured between four and six thou- 
sand prisoners, nearly all of whom have been re- 
ieased after we had secured their arms and am- 
munition. 

“The Spaniards have destroyed everything they 
could; the Cubans have destroyed nothing but that 
which could be utilized by their enemies. Every 
one in the patriot army is a volunteer and our

REASSUMED THE YOKE. 
Spinners at One of the Fall River Mills Go Back to

FALL RIVER, Mass., Feb. 19.—The strike of spin- 
ners at the King Philip mills has ended after a 
struggle of five weeks. The‘strikers will return 
to the mill Monday morning, and to-day they were 
busv oreparing their machines. 

They were defeated, just as the Jabor leaders 
themselves predicted at the time they left their 
mules. 

Tho Spinners’ Association had agreed to accept 


until the market showed signs of improvement. 

The cost to the strikers in wages was about $3000 
and the other help lost about tour times that 
amount. 

It was reported here among manufacturers to-day 
that an effort will be made a week from next Mon- 
day to open the mills at New Bedford. The mule 
spinners there have no thoughts of giving up the 
fight, but the non-union help are not getting the 
support they looked for and are beginning to feel 
that the fight is a hopeless one for them at this 
season, 

The mule spinners can continue the fight for many 
wecks to come, and after the other help have re- 
turned there will doubtless be the largest strike 
ever made by mule spinners in New England before 
they will return voluntarily. 


FINAL KANSAS PACIFIC SALE. 


Lien of the Government and All Others Are Now 
Wiped Out. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 19.—The final step in the 
programme of the sale of the Kansas Pacific Ratil- 
road was taken to-day when the entire line from 
Kansas City to Denver was sold under the con- 
solidated mortgage for $8,000,000. OJudge W. D. 
Cornish read the decree and offered the property 
for sale, and Mr. Alvin W. Krach bid it in for $8,- 
000,000. But few people outside of the railroad men 
and attorneys interested in the matter were present 
at the sale to-day. The party arrived at the Union 
Pacific Depot a few minutes before 11 o’clock and 
just at the hour Judge Cornish started to read the 
decree of foreclosure under the consolidated mort- 
gage. When he finished Mr. Krach offered the $8,- 
10,009 on the part of the Reorganization Committee 
and the matter was ended. This completes the sale 
of the Kansas Pacific road, and all liens against 
the property, Government and otherwise, are now 
wiped out. The attorneys and railroad men left

CONSTANTINOPLB, Feb. 19.—The note 
of the Bulgarian agent go the Turkish 
Government protesting against the treat- 
ment which Bulgarians have been sub- 
jected to in Macedonia, reveals a estate of 
affairs eimilar to that which existed in Ar- 
menia. It says that village after village 
has been surrounded by the Turkish army; 
that wholesale arrests have been made, and 
that the prisoners have been subjected to 
unheard of tortures. The note further gives 
lists of the villages and the names of the 
victims to whom torture has been applied. 
Schoolmasters, it appears, have been the 
special objects of vengeance. The followin 
tortures are recited in the official documen 
and in each case the name of the victim is 
given: 

Hot trons thrust tnto the mouth. 

Legs broken, 

Splinters driven under the nafis, 

Naked feet placed on hot stovea, 

Hung by the feet for fifteen hours, 

Tied to horses’ ta 

Beaten to death. 

Hung by the feet over fire. 

A priest of the village of Zernovtzi was 
hung by the feet for three hours and then 
by the arms for fourteen hours. A wet oord 
was bound tightly around his head.

STREET IMPROVEMENT PROJECT 
MEETS WITH GENERAL AND 
‘HEARTY SUPPORT. 


AN ELECTRICAL BUILDING. 


Building Plans Are Numerous—Sales 
Heavy—Agents’ Weekly 
Reports. 


Tremendous interest is manifested among 
the real estate agentg‘in the propositions 
which are to be cayprea to the vote of 
the people to provid@ for the expenditure of 
$20,000,000 on etreets and alleys and sewers. 
Nearly all of the leading agents are in favor 
of permitting owners to pay for the im- 
provements adjacent to their property on 
the installment plan and all of them feel 
that the making of the streets and alleys 


and sewers will have the effect of enhanc- 
ing values all over the city and of putting 
St. Louls in position to become eventually 
the second city in the United States. 

Mr. Robert Rutledge of the Rutiedge & 
Kilpatrick Co., one of the best posted 
agents on the street, speaking of this voiced 
the sentiments of nearly all of his brother 
agents, as follows: 

“A city is not a city, but remains a town 
in every sense of the word, as jong as its 
streets are unmade. No city can become 
really great until it has good streets. In 
this respect St. Louis is an exception to 
this rule, but I believe that our further 
growth will remain small and unimportant 
as long 4s our present method of street im- 
provement is unchanged. 

“It is generally conceded by men who are 
acquainted with real estate matters that 


of property immediately adds at the very 
lowest $15 a front foot to the value of the 
property. 

“In the same way the absence of streets 
will prevent the growth of the city and. will 
keep down values to a minimum. This can 
be seen as to the low values in the north- 
west end of the city. 

There street improvements have been neg- 
lected entirely or pooriy carried out and 
notwithstanding the desirability of that sec- 
tion of the city for residence purposes, the 
class of homes averages poor as to archi- 
tectural merit and low as to cost. Why 
is this? aay because people hesitate to 
build valuable homes where they know 
they will have oceans of mud to wade 
through in bad weather. They will not 
anticipate street improvements because they 
have found out the extreme difficulty of 
inducing neighbors to ask for street im- 
provements that must be paid for with 
immediate cash.

The bulls have made considerable capi- | 
tal out of the light receipts of wheat at, 
Liverpool and the rapidly decreasing stocks, | 


but appear to have overlooked the fact that 
the English visible supply of wheat and 
flour increased 271,000 bu during the week, 
as compared with a decrease of nearly that 
amount a year ago, and Beerbohm says that 
tngi:sh bakers report that the mild winter 
has reduced the consumption of bread by 
20 per cént, as compared with an ordinary 
reasonable winter. 

The European visible showed an Increase 
instead of a decrease and the world’s vis- 
ible Supply of wheat showed a decrease 
of only a little over half a million bu, and 
that was on account of the decrease on 
this side. 

Receipts of wheat at primary points con- 
tinue heavier than a year ago, while ex- 
ports are not large. There is a steady 
accumulat'on of wheat in private elevators 
throughout the country, which does not 
figure in the visible supply, and hence the 
decrease in stocks appears larger than it 
really is. 

Millers are not anxious purchasers, and 
while they are buying some spr.ng and 
hard wheat, they seem inclined to let the 
contract grades alone. 

For the first time this year cash wheat 
has been Selling for enough below May 
price to permit the elevator people to make 
carrying charges, and they have conse- 
quently bought large quantities of cash 
wheat and sold May options 7 arg it, 
which will insure the delivery of that much 
more wheat to the longs and is one of the 
weak features of the market. Local stocks 
show little decrease and contract stocks 
are practically the same as a week. ago. 

Considerable has been said of the large 
sales of cash wheat by Leiter, but the out 
inspections of wheat in Chicago do not in- 
dicate any great movement so far. Even if 
he has sold the 6,000,000 bushels which it 
is claimed since the first of the year, and 
it should all go out, it would at that rate 
take the remainder of the season to dis- 
pose of his holdings, to say nothing of the 
‘May wheat which he claims to have bought. 

The shorts have been warned in time, and 
have been searching the country for wheat, 
which they have secured in large quantities 
and when the time comes for the delivery 
of May we are apt to gee another deluge 
like that of December. 


Beerbohm says the shipments of wheat 
and flour to Europe for the first six months 
of the present season were at the rate of 
910,000 quarters, or 7,280,000 busheis, weekly, 
which was much beyond the requirements, 
and estimates the requirements for the en- 
suing six months at 820,000 quarters, or 
6.560.000 bushels, weekly.. The shipments 
from Argentine for the last week were 
1.288.000 bushels, or nearly as much as 
shipped freen that country during the entire 
season last year.

OF THE HOME TEAM.

SILVER KING'S ADMIRERS. 


In the South End They Are Legion and 
They Want to See Him Back 
in His Old Place. 


A week from Monday the National League 
will go Into session in St. Louis, and then 
and there the schedule of games for the 
coming season will be adopted. 

At the League’s annual meeting it was de- 
cided to start the season on April 15, but 
the regular schedule will not be adopted 
until the St. Louis meeting is held. 

Despite the nearness of the meeting the 
St. Louis Club has done actually nothing 
towards getting its affairs in shape for 
the regular playing season. Not until Von 
der Ahe was cast into a Pittsburg dungeon, 
and until he had shown his inability to 
raise a few thousand dollars, did his 
League partners realize the fearful condi- 
tion he was in financially. 

The fact is everything that Von der Ahe 
and the Sportsman’s Park and Club own 
on earth is mortgaged for more than its 
actual value, and it is, therefore, impos- 
sible to raise money on second mortgages. 

Just before his kidnapping Von der Ahe 
was getting ready to issue $50,000 worth of 
Sportsman's Park and Club second mort- 
gage bonds, but his arrest and confinement 
in the Pittsburg jail put an end to all 
chance of disposing of them. 

Generally betore a season is commenced 
it is almost obligatory on each ciub to send 
payers what is cailed advance money, 
transportation to thelr respective cities and 
all that sort of thing, so what when the club 
starts its playing season it is able to keep 
a govud part of its gate receipts. 

“ne St. Louis Clup has not advanced a 
dollar to any of its men this year, nor has 
it sent on railroad tickets to any of them.

Being void of all resources, therefore, 
something desperate must be done by the 
National League itself, and it is said that 
a movement looking to the League's taking 
personal charge of the St. Louis club’s af- 
fairs is now on foot. 

One of the most prominent men in the 
National League suggesis tha@® every man 
who has been connected with the Sc. Louis 
Club the past. two years get out; that Tim 
Hurst be given fuil and complete charge 
of the St. Louis team and that a board of 
directors composed of prominent business 
men of St. Louis be placed in fuil and 
complete control of the business end of the 
club, this board to advance all moneys 
needed to start the club out properly and 
to take charge of the receipts of the cinb 
and their disbursement. The scheme is a 
practical one, to say the least. 

John T, Brush insists that the t'me for 
action has arrived and that it is the plan 
duty of the National League to take charge 
of the St. Louis Glubd’s affairs. His sug- 
gestion, in all probabilk.ty, will be acted on 
as soon as the League men get together in 
St. Louis, 


In the event of the National League tak- 
ing charge of the affairs of the St. Louis 
club, Brush suggests that Anson be taken 
in on the deal and placed at the head of 
the club. While the ‘St. Lou's public would 
rather see a local man at the head of the 
Organization, they will welcome Anson, or 
any other man who will pilot the home 
organization out of the woods.

Motion That Mrs. Rutledge Take Them 
to Sunday-School Causes 
Trouble in Court, 


The half dozen spectators who watched 
the weary course of the proceedings for 
alimony pendene lite of Mrs. Emma N. 
Rutledge against William A. Rutledge in 
Judge Wood's court yesterday afternoon 
were rewarded by an exciting verbal due) 
between opposing counsel just before the 
session’s close. 

The court had been hearing testimony 
relative to Mr. Rutledge’s property and 
when time for adjournment came the case 


was far from finished. 

It was announced that the hearing would 
be resumed next Thursday. Judge Dillon 
and Mr. Taylor, for Mr. Rutledge, asked 
for an order modifying that of Judge With- 
row’s which restrained ‘Mr. Rutledge from 
visiting his-children. 

Counsel asked that Mr. Rutledge be pet- 
mitted to take his little ones to Sundiy- 
school in the morning. Mrs. Rutledge was 
startled by the motion and urged her at- 
torney, Mr. Galt, to opp <4 it, which that 
gentleman did most vigorously. 

Mr. Galt charged that it was an attempt 
to parade the posiiiva of. the defendant 
before the public. 

“The congregation of the defendant know 
the charges that have becn preferred 
against him and sentiment runs aiga. If 
Mr. Rutledge comes before them. with the 
children by the hand, sanctioned by an o~- 
der from this court, the effect would weigh 
in his favor.”’ 

Both Mr. Taylor and Judge Dillon dis- 
avowed any such intention, but Mr. Galt 
was persistent and a heated colloquy fol- 
lowed between him and Mr. Taylor. 

In pointed words Mr. Galt challenged the 
sincerity of h's opponent’s position. 

“TI wish no altercation at this time,” re- 
turned Mr. Taylor in ill suppressed excite- 
ment, “but if you repeat that insult on the 
outs.de I will give you what you deserve. 

Mr. Galt paid no attention to this remark.

OLD FRENCH CITIZEN GONE. 


Death of James Amable Guion at the 
Age of 73 Years.

James Amable Guion, 
known old French citizens of St. 
died at his home, 1626 Carroll street, 
5:15 o'clock yesterday evening, 

Mr. Guion was born in Carondelet, June 
23, 1825, and had lived in St. Louls the 72 
years and 8 months of his life. His father 
was Louis Guion. His grandfather, Ama- 
ble Guion, came up the Mississipp: River 
with the Sir Charles Laclede expedition in 
1764 in kee] boats from Louis.ana. With 
that expedition also came the Chouteaus, 
Lucases, Maffitts, Labadies and others of 
the old French families of St. Louis. 

Mr. Guion was for % years a steamboat 
captain on the Mississippi. In 1851 he was 
Chief of Police. He was City Jailer in 
1859 and at other times was a Deputy Sher- 
iff. Harbor Master and Deputy City Clerk 
and was connected with the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. for a number of years. He was a meni- 
ber of the House of Delegates during the 
Francis administration. 

The Guion homestead was for 24 years at 
318 Cedar street. 

In his primie he was a man of great 
prowess. It is said that as a swimmer -he 
had no equal in St. Louis. From earliest 
childhood his inclinations were all nautical. 
When only 14 years old he swam the river 
Carondelet when it was almost out of 
ite banks. 

In spite of his advanced age his health 
wa: until recently very good. Wednesday 
he was stricken down with pleurisy. He 
lied with his wife and all his surviving 
children about his couch, 

The children are Edward E. Gulilon, a well 
known politician; Detective Alf Guion, Fer- 
pmene. Wilson and Mrs. Richard M. Sher- 
idan. 

The funeral will take place Monday aft- 
ernoon at 2 o'clock to St. Vincent’s Church 
and Calvary Cemetery.

It is incredible that any order or author- 
ization or connivance of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment could be proven, but if such were 
the case, it an act of war, and 
would precipitate a fight or a complete 
surrender on the part of Spain to the terms 
of reparation demanded by the United 
States.

On the other hand, the parent government is 
relieved from the responsibility for acts done 
in the insurgent territory; its blockade of its 
own porta is respected; and it acquires a right 
to exert against neutral commerce all the pow- 
ers of a party toa maritime war. 

But the generally acknowledged effects 
of a recognition of belligerency are modified 
by United States laws which are thus sum- 
marized by Woolsey in his “Principles of 
International Law.” 


1. It is made a misdemeanor for a citizen to 
accept or exercise within our territory a com- 
mission from a foreign power in a war against 
a State at peace with us. 

2. It is unlawfel for 
induce another person within our borders 
enlist, or engage him to go abroad to enlist 
foreign service against a friendly power; or to 
institute within our territory any military ex- 
pedition by land or sea, against any such 
power; or to angment the force of any vessel 
having such hostile intent; and the vessels en- 
gaged in such an enterprise by sea are sub- 
ject to forfelture. 

3. No belligerent vessels are allowed to pro- 
vide themselves with military stores, er with 
anything not equally applicable to commerce 
and to war. When vessels of the two belliget- 
ents are in our harbors together, they are for- 
bidden to depart within 24 hours of each 
other. And the President is empowered to use 
force to send ont of the waters of the United 
States such vessels as ought not to remain 
within our limits, as well as to compel] the ob- 
servance of our neutrality lawe ip general,

A recognition of belligerency with partial 
neutrality in favor of Cuba, or any action 
indicating an expouszal of her cause as just 
would of course be hostile to Spain and the 
latter’s attitude would be governed soleiy 
by considerations of policy. 

A recognition of the independence of Cuba 


would be a step further, but if combined 
with the maintenance of impartial neutral- 
ity could not justly be regarded as an act 
of hostility. It is-a matter of judgment on 
the part of a foreign nation as to the abil-+ 
ity of a revolted colony to maintain tts Ine 
dependence and the recognition of indepen- 
dence, as Wheaton remarks, “is a question 
of policy and prudence only.” ‘ 


Subsequent acts in the matter of framing 
treaties with the new government are rath- 
er matters of politics than of international 
law. In the cases of the Spanish-American 
provinces Spain submitted to the recognition 
of their independence by the United States 
and Great Britain’ without her consent, 


Should President McKinley's plan of me« 
diation for the settlement of the Cuban 
struggle be adopted the whole matter will 
depend upon the conclusions of the bellig. 
erents. The proposal is authorized for the 
settlement of internal dssensions by the 
approved usage of nations. The acceptance . 
of the offer constitutes a just title for Ime 
terference to end the war by the mediating 
power. : 


Hostilities are not now begun with a for 
mal declarat'on of war. The enemy fs not 
notified. But as a rule a manifesto ts pube 
lished within the territory of a state de« 
claring war, announcing the ex'‘stence of 
hostilities and the motives for commencing 
the war. War may practically be declared 
by a cessation of al] intercourse with and 
the d'smissal of the representatives of the 
enemy. 


Modern usages favor respect for the per- 
sons and property of enemies on hostile ter- 
ritory at the opening of hostilities.

Inside everything was smashed beyond recognition. The armored deck had 
been driven out @ little, just over the place where the explosion occurred, and 
numerous rivets in the skin had been loosened. In all it was calculated that 
ghe had taken 6n board 500 tons of water. On the starboard side forward, 40 
feet from the ram, was another hole, but smaller than that to the port, as it was 
only 3 feet in diameter. _ This may have been caused by the head of the torpedo 
being driven right through the ship by the force of the explosion. 


The night of April 15, 1894 was exceedMgly dark, by the rules of the society. It may be that

“I have no doubt Mr. Vandervoort has 
procured ample means with which to carry 
out his plan. But I know nothing about 
that. I only say that the Fitzgerald col- 
Onization idea is all right, if it ts carried 
out right.” 

The location of the Grand Army colony 
ia at Palacious Point, at which the Morgan 
line of steamers once touched, but it is now 
reached from the gulf by a naphtha launch, 
and will shortly have a railroad line run- 
ning through it.

TORPEDO is a steel shell, loaded with ex- 
A plosives. It is usually cigar shaped, be- 

cause a projectile thus formed travels with 
the least resistance through water and aijir. 
There are four parts to a torpedo—the cap, the 
charge, the compressed air chamber and the ma- 
chinery. 

Take a cigar for example. The tip that you 
would cut off before lighting represents the cap. 
Cut a half inch more off and the section would 
represent that devoted to explosives. Cut the 


remaining portion in two; one half would be 
for compressed air, the other for machinery, 

Gun cotton is now used in all torpedoes. Gun 
cotton, technically known as pyroxyline, is 
formed by the action of nitric acid on cotton. 
Sulphuric acid is also used in the mannfacture. 
The product is a chemical compound of five times 
the explosive strength of powder. Gun cotton, 
ready for use, is cut into discs that can be 
pressed into tubes on the same principle that 
wads were used in old-style muzzle loading shot- 


guns. Place a disc of gun cotton on a plate 
or anywhere else that it may be free and apply 
a match. It will burn with a steady flame, 
much like celluloid. But compress it into a re- 
ceptacle and explode a cap within and the in- 
fant becomes a giant. The presence of water 
does not interfere with this explosion. From this 
follows the impoftant fact that gun cotton can 
be kept wet with safety and still be in a con- 
dition in which it may be exploded. 

But to bring this about two things are neces- 
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WHEN WET, IT IS QUITE SAFE, AND YET 
QUITE READY FOR WORK AT A MOMENT’S 
NOTICE. When wet, it can be thrown in the 
fire and not burn—the acids dissolve and it be- 
comes harmless. And when wet the only thing 
that will cause it to explode is dry gun cotton. 
And the only thing that will explode dry gun 
cotton is fulminate of mercury. 

Torpedoes, as they are received on board ships, 
are harmless. It is only when they are ‘as- 


loaded with torpedoes can be blown up and the 
torpedoes On board will not explode.

PIANIST SILOTI CAN 


Strike Keys With 


OME twenty years ago the great op- 
S era house in Moscow was crowded one 

night to the very doors with a par- 
ticularly brilliant. audience to greet the fa- 
mous Danish pianist, Neupert. The re- 
cital had long been anticipated as the mu- 
sical event of the Season. 
time for the concert to commence, and when 
it was too fate to notify the public, word 
came that Neupert had met with an accli- 
dent and could not be present, 


An hour before the concert began it was 
decided as a last resource to allow a young 
pupil of Nithokas Rubinstein, named Si- 
loti, to attempt this very M@fficult part. The 
little fellow, he was not yet 17 years old, 
who had never before played in public, was 
thereupon led out before one of the most 
brilliant audiences of Europe. 

With the first few chords the feeling of 
pity on the part of the audience changed 
to one of surprise, and quickly then to ad- 
miration and enthusiasm. And when, ali 
the end of the selection, the Iittle fellow 
stood up and bowed modestly he was 
greeted with the wildest enthusiasm. The 
new genius of the keys, who has been pro- 
claimed so enthusiastically by the musi- 
cians of America during the past few days, 
is Siloti, the boy genius of Moscow, and 
the twenty years have but served to broad- 
en and deepen his consummate art. 


Siloti has made his appearance in Amer- 
ica unclaimed by the press agent or un- 
heralded by European reputation. One 
of the most striking of these is the fact 
that his hair, about which there is posi- 
tively nothing remarkable, fs trimmed in the 
conventional way regularly every two 
weeks. There are, however, many striking 
physical characteristics which are real in- 
dications of power. It is probable that as 
a matter of fact few people know just what 
the physical requirements of a great mu- 
sical genius really are. The Sunday Post- 
Dispatch reproduces herewith a series of 
actual measusements of these talents. 


This remarkable hand is so formed that 
it can spread itself over a greater number 
of keys on the piano than any pand evér 
seen in the country. Siloti can reach twelve 
and a half notes, or an octave and four and 
a half notes. The average musician is very 
well satisfied to be able to strike a full oc- 
tave. This extraordinary reach of course 
makes it possible for Siloti to strike a re- 
markable range and variety of ectaves, and 
hence his rapidity and ease. He can strike 
notes so fast, in running the scale for in- 
stance, that it is impossible for the ear to 
distinguish them. The fingers of the hand 
are remarkably long and the hand is an 
exceedingly powerful one. And, in spite of 
its great strength and size, it is as flexible 
and soft as a baby’s. 


One of the most interesting of the tests

not external and violent. The contention 
Is that it was not accidental. The significance of 
this word ‘‘accidental’’ is best perceived by a 
consideration of the relation of causes to thelr 
effects. The word is descriptive of means 
which produce effects which are not their nat- 
ural and probable censequences. 

The natural consequence of means ‘used is 
the consequence which ordinarily follows from 
their use—the result which may be reasonably 
anticipated from their use and which ought to 
be expected. The probable consequence of the 
use of given means is the consequence which 
fs more likely to follow from their use than 
it is to fail to follow. An effort which is the 
natural and probable consequence of an act or 
course of action Is not an accident, nor is it 
produced by accidental means. It fs either the 
result of actual design or it falls under the 
maxim that every man must be held to intend 
the natural and probable consequence of his 
deeds. 

On the other hand, an effort which is not the 
natural or probable consequence of the means 
which produced it, an effect which not 
ordinarily follow and cannot be reasonably an- 
ticipated from the use of those means, an effect

Was the abrasion of the skin of the toe of the 
deceased the natural and probable consequene 
of wearing new shoes? It must be conceded that 
new shoés are not ordinarily worn with the de- 
sign of causing abrasion of the skin of the feet, 
and the trial court has found that the abrasion 
upon the toe of the deceased was produced un- 
expectedly and without any design on his part 
to cause it. An abrasion of the skin, certainly, 
is not the probable consequence of the use of 
new shoes, for it cannot be said to follow such 
use more frequently than it fails to follow ‘it. 
Nor can such an abrasion be said to be the 
natural consequence of wearing such shoes, the 
coasequence which ordinarily follows, or which 
might be reasonably anticipated. How, then, 
ean it fail to be the chance result ef accidental 
means, means wot designed or calculated to 
produce it?

Its name 
is the supinator longus, and it runs from 

the upper portion of the wrist diagonally around 
the forearm to the spur of bone at the outer end 
of the elbow. The function of this muscle is to turn 
the fist or hand inward with a rotary motion.

McCoy uses it to make his forearm twist around 
like a corkscrew. His invention and use of this 
blow stamp him one of the most remarkable 
pugilists the world has ever seen. 

The muscle known as the supinator longus is 
wonderfully developed in McCoy. I noticed it when 
I examined him for the Sunday Post-Dispatch on 
the night of his boxing bout ‘with Creedon in Long 
Island City few weeks ago. Creedon is a much 
stronger man than McCoy in a general way, but 
his development of this particular muscle is far 
inferior. In McCoy's torearm the supinator longus 
giicks out like a big cable coiled under the 
ekin. This is especially the in the left fore- 
arm,. which more than an inch greater in girth 
than the right. 1 do not think there another 
forearm like it in existence. 

MeCoy’s use of this muscle is unique. It marks 
the latest development in the gentle art of pugilism. 
It shows ‘that he is a deep thinker and a daring 
experimenter. Thus far, I believe, the has beaten 
everybody he fought. He has done this by pushing 
forward line of battle right into the enemy’s 
camp while he keeps himself far behind out of 
reach of danger. .

The whole growth of pugilistic skill has 
toward specialization and away 
from the oid style of a hurly-burly mix up. 
After a time the fighters resorted to the 
chopping Look at the old cuts of 
champions—Mendoza, Gully, Tom Cribb, 
ete.—and you will see that they stand with 
the left fist upheld so that it could be 
breught down with a chopping or smacking 
effect. The schemé was fo chop or “fib” at 
a man’s eyes until his~sight pfailed. and 
then send across ‘‘the auctioneeér’’—that ts, 
the right first, which knocked him down 
and out. 

Inventive fighters8 thought up a plan to

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beat this, namely, straight hitting. Now 
the arms flew like piston rods. The fists 
were lunged forward as straight as sword- 
thrusts. Wrestling was still allowed under 
the London rules, but it was not of much 
avail against a swift, clean, straight hit- 
ter. Probably Mike Donovan and Billy 
Edwards were and are the finest examples 
of this dashing style of boxing. 

When John L. Sullivan, the noblest Ro- 
man of them all, came into the ring he in- 
vented a new style. His game was to rush 
at his enemy, ehop down his guard with 
the left and swing the right at him like a 
baseball bat. This plan had the grand sim- 
plicity of genius. James J. Corbett im- 
proved on it, though. He relied on the 
hook blow. This was still a swing, but 
much shorter than Sullivan’s, Corbett

Ide swung it ingpand with a quick, hooking 
motion., The blWwW Was not so heavy and 
crushing as one Of Sullivan’s swings, but 
it traveled such a short distance that it 
landéd oftener. 
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McCoy apparently studied the history of 
all these blows and then put his wits to 
work. Sullivan’s awful right had to travel 
four or five feet before it struck the vic- 
tim. Corbett’s hook traveled less than two 
feet, which of course was a saving in dis- 
tance and in time. The quicker a blow is 
the more effective it will be. 


Could anything be evolved quicker than 
Corbett’s hook? Yes; a corkscrew blow. 
That was McCoy’s invention. His industri- 
ous use of it has put him away up in.the 
front rank of pugilists and may make him 
champion. 


What is the corkscrew blow? McCoy ad- 
vances, sparring nimbly and with many 
flourishes that conceal his plan and discon- 
cert his enemy. He works around his man 
until his left fist is within six* or eight 
inches .of the victim’s paw. Suddenly the 
left-fist twists Inward and forward, If it 
lands on the eye it closes the eye.

The negroes declared that she was pos- 
eessed of a devil, and believed that anybody 
who touched her would certainly be ‘‘hoo- 
dooed.”” No amount of argument could 


change their superstitious belief, and Jane 
was 30 years old before she got a husband. 
The spots on her face ‘became more nu- 
merous, and finally they appe ared on her 
body in such numbers that they coalesced. 
Her arms and hands became white, and 
then her legs and feet.. Now. her entire 
body is changed, and time has transformed 
Aunt Jane froen a jet 
white woman,” as she proudly terms her- 
self.

In other cases ‘these «pots have been tDe 
direct result of some acute or chronic physi- 
eal disorder.

She experienced no pain during her fe- 
markable change of color, and can in no 
way account for it. 

She could tell thé difference between the 
two colors by the sense of touch, the white 
parts being softer and smoother than the 
black, 

The technical name of her affliction—for 
such it really is, in spite of her pride—is 
leucorderma or vitiligo. Concerning it Dr. 
John V. Shoemaker, professor of skin dis- 
‘eases in the Medico-Chirurgical College and 
Hospital of Philadelphia, says: 

“It is an acquired disease of the skin, in 
which round, oval or irregular white 
patches develop, which incline to increase 
continually in size, and are usually sur- 
rounded by an abnormally yellowish or 
darkly pigmental skin. No hairs are present 
where the spots occur. Vitiligo is one of the 
rarest diseases known to the medical pro- 
fession, and is most common in early adult 
life. Itis usually caused by the disturbance 
of general innervation, which follows .acute 
or chronic Treatment is of. no 
value, there being no remedy known to 
science which will either remove the @isease 
or arrest its progress.”

Our Tables and Through 


HE National Pure Food Congress, 
which meets in Washington March 2, 
will start @ crusade in behalf of the 

housewife and taxpayer. The latter, it is 
reckoned, pays $90,000,000 annually in this 
country for sawdust, sand, soap-grease, 
horse fat, clay and a great variety of other 


worthless substances masquerading as edi- 
bles, flavored with acids and doctored with 
poisons to aid deception. In cities, one 
child out of every six that perish is killed 
by poor milk, and a well-known expert on 
this subject asserts that fraudulent food and 
impure water cause more deaths in a year 
than are occasioned by alcoholic stimu- 
lants. 

The frugal housewife looks over the con- 
tents of her pantry in despair. She knows 
that nothing there is pure: all of the food 
articles she ‘buys are falsified. The wheat 
flour is in part damaged pease and ground 
rice, weighted with soapstone; the olive oil 
is made from cottonseed; the grated horse- 
radish is turnips; the sage is potato starch; 
the vermicelli is poor flour whitened with 
pipe clay; the powdered sugar is glucose, 
flour. vlay and sand. And the butter—ah! 
the butter. If the housewife is up to date 
she knows how to test that in a way that 
is simple yet certain. She takes a «crap 
of it, rubs it on a piece of glass and holds 
it up to the light so as to look through it. 
If it is pure butter, the smudge will be a 
smooth blur. But no; it shows bright 
specks and spots, which are crystals of 
beef fat stearine. A bit of lard tested in 
the same way shows the beef fat crystals 
likewise. Little real lard is made in this 
country; some butchers put it up in a small 
way. The big manvtffacturers, summoned 
before 4 congressional committee, confessed 
that all of them sold falsified lard. The 
reason why is easily seen, when they can 
buy beef fat stearine for 3 cents\a pound, 
and hog fat costs 6 cents. The stearine, 
being too dense, jis diluted with cottonseed 
oil, and enough lard is added to give the 
requisite flavor. 

Cottonseed oil is used as a substitute for 
cream in the manufacture of both butter 
and cheese. This method of butter and 
cheese production Is remarkably ingenious. 
Every bit of the cream is taken out of the 
milk with a mechanical separator. Then, 
all the fatty substance having been removed 
from it, the skimmed milk is charged with 
lard and cottonseed oil. The artificial mix- 
ture is converted into cheese, the oil being 
taken up in the curd and mechanically 
held there; the cheese-curd is simply used 
as a capsule to carry it. 

People often pay for butter and get oleo- 
margarine. It is palatable and “keeps” 
much better than butter does. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, the oleomargarine itself is not 
pure; it contains refuse pork fat (with un- 
cheerful suggestions of trichinae), bone- 
fats, candle grease, soap grease and even 
horse fat. 

Nearly all the spices come in fine powders, 
so that any sort of refuse may be ground up 
and mixed with them. The black pepper is 
mainly mustard husks, sand, bran, sawdust, 
red clay, ground olive stones and particu- 
larfy cocoanut shells. Cornmeal is quickly 
transferred into black pepper by a sifting 
of powdered charcoal. The allspice is mostly 
cracker dust and cornmeal. The mace is 
largely wheat flour and buckwheat. The 
cinnamon is spent bark. The mustard is 
flour and cayenne pepper. The cayenne pep- 
per is chiefly rice flour and red lead. What- 
ever substances are used as the adulterants, 
the requisite color is given to them by 
roasting to the proper turn. It is said that

them as is pretended; lime water is bogus, 
and colored lard is sold for blue ointment. 
It is easily imagined how far such frauds 
are calculated to modify the chances of 
sick people for getting well, and how easfly 
they can render the services of the most 
capable physician abortive. This branch of 
adulteration business, in fact, goes a long 
way toward murder.

The new méthod>of purifying water by 
permanganate of lime and bioxide of man- 
ganese has been indorsed by the French 
Acacemy of Sciences. The permanganate 
of Iime, coming into contact with micro- 
organisms, destroys them and converts it- 
self into oxygen, oxide of Manganese and 
lime. To complete the purification and carry 
off the surplus of permanganate the water 
is poured over loxide of manganese, Oxygen 
in a nascent gtate is- thus generated and 
burns up any microbeé which may have re- 
mained in hiding. The, inferior oxides of 
manganese which remain reoxide them- 
selves and furnish a. quantity of bioxide of 
manganese. The water thus purified con- 
tains a little bicarbonate of lime and traces 
of oxygenated water. 

Secretary Willis P. King of the Missouri 
State Board of Health once said: “‘When 
a license to practice medicine is granted in 
this State hereafter, the recipient will be a 
man of education and refinement, No stable 
hands or ordinaries will write M, Db. after 
their names. Fellows who get a ¢ipioma 
from a school taught by Bill Jones and his 
wife, down on Bear Creek, cannot become 
physicians unless the Superintendent of 
Schools decides they have acquired more 
than the rudiments of education, We may 


freeze out some of these inferior colleges 
or reduce the number of graduates, but it 
Will be a good thing and the death rate 
will. be lower.”’ 


In Charleston, §. C., there are 23,064 white 
people and 36,295 negroes.

Your idea af the time required to 
accemplish this result is rather 
vague. You think a year—in your 
heart you feel that in your case per- 
haps even a few months—may an- 
swer. 

I wonder if-a day passes in the life 
of any successful singer when just 
such petitions as yours are not 
brought to her notice? 

My child, many persons have told 

you that the road to art is long and hilly, and the way is not 
smooth, ; 


You have listened and not believed; but, dear girl, these per- 
sons know whereof they spoke, They told the simple truth 7 

Ah! you say that My own case refutes the argument; that I 
am young and yet a Successful singer. 

I thank you, 

Do you imagine, my child, that I am now resting that my 
study is completed, that I am content with what I have been 
permitted to accomplish? 

Little one, there is no standing still in art, and I realize wel) 
that I am but at the threshold. True, I have studied all my life— 
and I am now six and twenty years of age. I have been before 
the public since I was eleven, but what I have gained in that 
time has come by slow degrees an@ by patient, unremitting toil 
Art and nature develop slowly. Each year I hope to proniess. 
This year I undertake more than I did last. Next year I hone 
to do still more. But think you that I now consider myself 
ready to interpret any role? Would I to-day attempt Isolde 6r 
the Brunnhilde of ‘Die Goetterdaemmerung?”’ 

No, no! It is disastrous to force art. Sometimes I hope that 
I may be ready to portray these grand creations. Not vet. 
Breadth of tone and dramatic intensity come with years and 
experience. 

I am ambitious, yes. There is no progress without ambition. 
I look forward, but I step carefully. With the voice it is well 
to ‘“‘make haste slowly,’’ 

BeAr that in mind, my child, at the beginning. Prepare your- 
self for a life of never-ending work, for many discouragements 
and for constant sacrifices. But if your love and enthusiasm for 
music are greater than for anything else in the world, and if your 
natural advantages are syfficiently good to warrant your choos- 
ing this profession, then go ahead, and God be with you! 

Aim Ifigh, and do not be content with small results. Always 
strive for something better than you now possess. You may 
find that your ambition outstrips your possibilities and that you 
will be unable to accomplish your highest desires, but the re- 
sults which you do attain will be greater than if you had been 
content with smaller things. 

As to choosing thestage, dear child, leave that for the future 
to decide. The stage may not choose you. People talk with un- 
conscious arrogance of choosing a public career as if a matter 
of no more difficulty were presented than the of a 
ribbon.

In my 
opinion there is but One method—the right method, Perfect sing- 
ing the world over, whether it be by the French or the Italian 
or the German method, is produced in exactly the same way. | 
know no methods. Study intelligently and apply what suits 
your individual case best. 

One hears that the Germans can only shriek, and that con- 
tinued singing of Wagner music strains and ruins the voice. 

What fallacy that ist 

Some of the music written by this great composer is indeed 
difficult, and some of it fs. as beautifully simple as a child's 
song.

The trouble is not With the music, but with the singer. 

Unfortunately many singers with beautiful voices rush imto 
heavy opera before they are physéeally or vocally ready for euch 
astep. The result is, of course, unforthnate. The voice becomes 
harsh and unmusical, while modulation and delicate phrasing 
are things unknown to the forced singer of German music. 

It is 4 sad fact that there are many such upon the stage to- 
day. There @re alsO many who attempt the brilliant and florid 
roles of the eoloraturist before the voice has become’ sufficiently 
trained and controlled. The singer then loses the good already 
gained. The voice becomés thin and unreliable, and the compass 
is permanently impaired. . 

Young and untrained voices are. naturally rough, hard, of 
small compass and unequal in strength and tonality. It is only 
after years of patient study that dramatic work should be at- 
tempted, and even thenit is best to begin with the lightest roles 
and gradually grow to the heavier work. 

With proper development the Wagnerian roles-are no more 
injurious or wearing te the voice than those of any other com- 
poser. ‘Taken before the singer is ready for them, of course 
the voice shows the unequal strain. The back must always be 
fitted for the burden, 

I have myself sung three of the lighter Wagnerian roles in 
two days—a thing Unheard of in Germany. It did ‘not tire mor 
injure my voice in the slightest degree, simply because I was 
equal to the music. 

Should-1I attempt such a feat with music beyond my present 
state of voice development the result would be undoubtedly dis- 
mal failure. 

No, no! The music of Wagner is not at fault. 
must simply grow to it. 

We have had beautiful singers from nearly every country, 
and these have represented each of the three so-called methods. 

One often hears discussed the question as to whether singers 
must be born or whether they can be made, 

Undoubtedly nature is responsible for phenomenal] voices, but, 
given no deformity of the vocal organs,-I cannot for my part 
cannot see why constant practice under wise direction will not 
develop a cultivated and pleasing voice in almost any human 
being. Concentration of purpose is the real secret. 

Give mea girl with a good chest, a good ear and idomitable 
will and perseverance, and I will guarantee to make a good 
singer of her. 


The singer 
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Good articles come high, you know; so don’t: spare expense 
when you choose your first guide in the cultivaston of the voice. 

For preliminary training and voice production there is no regson 
on earth why a girl should not find good teachers near at 
home. There are advantages in a Continental training which 
must not be neglected, and which must certainly cote at some 
stage in the girl’s career, but for the first step much time and 
money can be saved by working hard under the best instruction 
to be found near at hand. The general education and home I'fe 
need not then be interupted. Again, the would-be singer is bet- 
ter able to judge of her possibilities after a few years of hard 
preliminary work. he will then be surer of her love and fitness 
for her chosen profession and will know better whether it is 
worth while to devote her life to the cultivation of her voice. 
Much time will be gained by a calm conviction of choice and a 
rational understanding of power. * 

Aside from all that, it is not merely the voice that must reach 
a certain stage of development before casting adrift the anchor 
of home life. but the character must also be rounded by home 
training before it is able to cope with the difficulties of a pro- 
fessional] l'fe. 

There are more things than a@ good voice needed, my child, in 
order to make a successful singer. The girl of well-rounded 
vocal, physical and moral development will be surer of success 
than her less fortunate sister. 

Mind, I do not decry the advantages of foreign training. I will 
speak of that again later in your work. 4 

The study of the languages is of positive necessity, and that can 
best be accomplished in the country where the language is 
spoken. A singe? should always understand perfegtly the lan- 
guage in which she is singing. Proper expression cannot be 
given without a@ proper understanding. A singer should feel her 
parts. 

But I fear Iam tzaveling too fast for you. The study of ex- 
pression we shall consider in our next lesson. 

Now, then, my singer, let me see what you need. 

So! First a freer, lighter, more buoyant carriage of the body. 

Stand erect, with the weight carried well forward on the balls 
ef the feet. 

Straighten the spine and hold the weight of the trunk well oft 
hips. Don’t settle down in a collapsed attitude, with all the 
weight resting on the small of the back. 


Hold the chest high. Take a long breath and expand your lungs. ' 


Now hold up your head, as though proud of the consciousness 
of your God-given life. - 

There! that is better. Now we are ready to go to work. 

Stop, though—just One thing. 

Forget, little one, that life is such a very serious affair. Re- 
lax those strained muscles of your face ‘and neck and 100k 
happy and contented. 

Music is harmony, you know. Unless the mihd and body are 
in harmonious accord you cannot expect the tone to be as pure, 
smooth and sweet. 

Let me see the light of happiness !n your eyes and on your 
lips. There now, we have material for a singer. 

Did you ever, little one, see a really good. singer with a cross, 
discontented expression of th® face? Of course you never did. 
A wise singer cultivates amiability and contentment as the chief 
requisites of her stock in trade. 

The ‘“‘Don’t Worry Club,” of which I hear so much over here, 
would be a very good one for every singer to join. Think of 
pleasant things, hold up your head, open your mouth and 
throat and let the tone gush forth like the song of a bird. That 
is what we shall strive for. 

If I were you I should take a few little simple exercises every 
day of my life. 

Here are a few: 

When standing it4 good position rise slowly on the toes and 
then sink gradually down again, keeping the weight always for- 
ward. 

Accompany this eXercise sometimes by raising the arms when 
you rise on the toes and slowly inhaling at the same time. Low- 
er the arms, expel the breath and sink to the normal position, 
Repeat this exercise a number of times. It is a good one to 
secure a proper position of the body. 

There are a great many breathing exercises which are bene- 
ficial. Slowly inhale and slowly expel the breath, breathing as 
deeply as possible and using the abdominal muscles in so doing, 

The force to produce tone should come from below. The 
muscles of the chest should be used, simply to sustain and hold 
the tone. 

So! Stand easily, my dear, with flexible, relaxed muscles. 

Now take a tone—any note you like. 

There! You naturally take the tone that comes easiest to 
you. We shall work from there. 

Do not try to sing loudly, nor need you endeavor to modu- 
late your voice. 

Sing the note naturally, easily. Any open oe sound is 
good. We will begin with. the usual sound of “ah.” 

Very quietly and easily we will sing up the scale a few notes 
and down the scale a few notes. Just so far as the tone comes 
easily we shall go. By and by you will find that your compass 
will increase, your voice will place itself, and the change of 
reg.sters will be a thing unknown to you. You will simply sing 
with a smooth, even tone every note within your compass, glid- 
ing from one to the other.with even skill, 

Is that enough for to-day? Are you tired? Then we stop. 
Frequent exercises at short intervals produce thesbest results, 
Never strain or tire the voice; 

Common sense is as important a quality in the study of sing- 
ing as it is in every other pursuit. 

A thorough study of any one art embraces a comprehensive 
understanding of all. Educate yourself at every point, keeping 
always in mind one particular end, and you will make the better 
artist. 

Study your*physiology, my child, and Jearn all about the 
mechanism of that wonderful thing—the human volce,

Lincoln, whose presence of mind in mat- 
ters great and small was never lost, did not 
allow the array of misdirected sentiment to 
cloud the clear sky of justice. My father 
is authority for it that Lincoln never made 
a more powerful and telling argument than 
in that brief and hotly contested case. Preju- 
dice, which he was one day to meet, van- 
quish and stamp out in the vital and all- 
comprehending problem of human liberty, 
was here, in the case of tabooed outlawry, 
dispelled.

= Mr. Chamberlain this morning tell less 
than half the truth. They record merely 
the actual attempted axBressions by the 
French expedition, but, the dispatches con- 
sidered by the Cabinet disclose French 
preparations for further enc roachments on 
the British sphere of influence, indicating 
a policy of provoking hostilities. 

A distinguished member of Parliament, 
an ex-official, expert on foreign affairs, sa.d 
to-day to the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 
“France's actions are only intelligible on 
the assumption that the French Govern- 
ment is itchiiug to make a startling diver- 
sion from the abominable scandal of the 
Zola trial which at once horrifies and con- 
Vulses thé civilized world by. its gross and 
farcical injustice. 

“I don't believe war will result, 
gpensational Anglo-French crisis would 
equaily well suit the purposes of the min- 
isters and militarists who, under the cloak 
of the honor of the army, are dragging the 
honor of France itself in the mire.”’ 

A profound sensat on has been caused tn 
political circlés by Chamberlain’s dispatch- 
es, although it was declared this evening 
in official quarters that the French Gov- 
ernment questions the accuracy of the al- 
leged aggressions by the commander of the 
French expedition, but the danger of the 
Situation indicated by the circumstance 
that no communication has passed between 
the two governments respecting these West 
African disputes since last May. 

It is true that an international commission 
is sitting in Paris on the subject, but little 
or no progress has been made towards a so- 
lution, while the d latory tactics of the 
French commissioners have engendered a 
suspicion that Premier Honataux does not 
desire a settlement at present.
